SIX NEW OFFICES 


The other change — providing office 


space for six new Justices—is more diffi- \ 
cult. Each Justice has a suite of three of- 
fices. To provide eighteen new rooms, all 
equipped like the twenty-seven rooms of 
the present Justices, would strain the mar- 
ble walls to bursting.

Dr. Crile, who

ence. If blood 
pressure is de- 
pendent on the 
e l a s t i c r e- 


sponse of the large arteries, said 
Dr. Crile, and if this response 5s 
controlled by the complex group of 
sympathetic nerve ganglia which 
twine ivy-like around the aorta, 
and if these nerves are stimulated 
by the adrenal glands to throw the 
muscular coats of the artery into

nerves will not change the latter. 
Still, when the possibility of help- 
ing one of the gravest and most 
widespread diseases to which the 
human body is subject is at stake, 
any experiment which might have 
some possibilities Is worth trying. 


More Important 


A far more Important, but still 


theoretical piece of research, seems 
to me to be the recent announce- 
ment of Dr. Wendell Meredith 
Stanley, of the Rockefeller Insti- 
tute, that filterable viruses are large 
protein molecules. The American 
Association for the advancement 
of Science thought enough of this 
to award Dr. Stanley its $1,000 
prize for original research. 


To realize what this means, re- 


call that we have always assumed 
that 
infectious 
diseases 
were 


caused by the introduction into the 
body of bacteria, which art living 
cells, and by their multiplication 
cause a specific disease. 
For a 


large group of diseases, ranging 
from ths common cold to Infantile 
paralysis, no germ can be found, 
but they can be reproduced by 
viruses which cannot be seen under 
the microscope. Now these viruses 
are shown not to be living matter 
at all. If left alone in nature they 
are inert. 
But when in contact 


with living tissue—plant or animal 
—they multiply just as if they 
were alive. And under certain con- 
ditions they may change their 
crystallization form and then cause 
an entirely different disease. They 
are the largest protein molecules 
found in nature. 


That 
these 
inert 
substances 


should b« able to multiply and 
cause disease just like bacteria or 
fungi is one of the strangest irlpa« 
of modern times.

A READER asks me to describe 


pneumonia so that the layman can 
have an intelligent idea of its na- 
ture. There are two or three dif- 
feernt kinds of penumonia. all 
caused by some 
kind of germ 


which lights on the tissue of the 
lung and cause an inflammatory 
exudate to form. 


Broncho - pneumonia probably 


follows an infection in the bron- 
chial tubes out into a number of 
small lung endings all over both 
lungs. Lobar pneumonia, on the 
contrary, is a mass infection of all 
the air cells in one lobe of the 
lung. What is 
generally called 


double pneumonia is involvement 
of more than one lobe. 


There are no fewer than ten dif- 


ferent kinds of germs capable of 
producing 
pneumonia. 
Lobar 


pneumonia is usually caused by 
some form of pneumococcus. These 
small paired germs have been di- 
vided into four types, as follows:

infectious diseases as measles, and 
may be caused by the same germ

side of the chest, fever, followed 
shortly by the coughing of rusty 
sputum which looks as if it con- 
tained brick dust.

other disease except malaria which 
is so frequently ushered in with a 
chill. 


Need Re*t and Physician 


In this kind of weather, any of 


these symptoms, but especially the 
onset of a chill, should indicate im- ' 
mediate bed rest and the services 
of your family physician. In treat- 
ment, this rest 
Is 
all-important, i 


Fresh air, sensibly applied, is the 
next most important consideration. 
I say "sensibly applied," because ' 
frequently in severe weather the 
physician finds the penumonia pa- 
tient in bed with all the windows 
open, with 
so much air 
that 


he frequently is more shocked than 
benefited. 
However, it is a great 


advance to have, air over the old 
days when a patient was shut up 
in a stuffy room, the oxygen of 
which was used up by a stove or 
fireplace. 


Doctor Northrup in New York 


who started the open air treatment 
of pneumonia, used to say, "Why 
make the patient take five breaths 
when three will do the work?"
